Annie Moss Expresses Her Satimac- 
tion at Her Murderous, Assault; 


— — — 


An Attempted Murder and Suicide Almost Successfully 
Covered Up- A Jealous Woman Makes an Attempt on 
the Life of William Bettion, 


At 10:30 o'clock last night the residents of No- 1229 
Pine street and the pedestrians inthe immediate 
vicinity were startled by the reportof a pistol. 
Officer Grahs and several reporters arrived. In the 
back parlor, Wm. Bettlon, a handsome looking 
young man lay on the bed with a gun-shot wound 
just over the tip of his right ear. He was in a 
stunned condition, and remained so for some time. 
The only other occupant of the room was a woman 
about 28 years of age, dressed in mourning and de- 
cidedly inclined to embonpoint. It would require a 
close observer to determine whether the lady was 


more excited than drunk, or more drunk 
than excited. — 
a messenger was dispatched at once for a physician 
and as soon as the immediate wants of the 
wounded man were attended to an inquiry was in- 
stituted. The woman had by this time sufficiently 
recovered her presence of mind to make a statement 
which now appears to be far from the truth. Officer 
Grahs was not satisfied with the result of his inves-

WARD'S SWINDLING SCHEMES. 

The list of the loans made to Grant & Ward was 
made public yesterday by Mr. Francis N. Bangs. It 
gives a very clear idea of the immensity of the 
schemes and swindling operations carried on by the 
two worthies, Messrs. Fish and Ward. The total 
amount owed by the firm on collat ral on the morn- 
ing of the failure was $10,894,000, and nearly every 
institution an corporation in the city loaning money 
appears to have helped to supply the firm with the 
funds necessary for the prosecution of these opera: 
tions. A curious and _ interesti feature of 
the schedule is shown by an examination of the 
character of many of the loans. Thus the New 
York City revenue bonds, carrying + and 3 per 
cent interest, were apparently loan on at par 
by such stable and prudent institutions as the Bank 
of Commerce and the United States Trust Company. 
The Equitable Life Assurance Society also loan 
the face value on similar bonds. While there could 
but little risk in such full loans it is equally true that 
an adherence to the prudent and sober course hith- 
erto obtaining in financial institutions would scarcely 
justify such action, particularly where such large 
amounts were involved. Many of the securities used 
are first-class in every way. greene where more 
than one stock or class of bonds is u to make up 
the amount of security required the collaterals in- 
clude many that are of doubtful value, the margin 
thus left being very small.

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THE SWITCHING CHARGES, 

Less than a week ago a private citizen of St. 
Louis laid a tax on the city of three millions of 
dollars a year, 

This tax was imposed on the whole body of 
the citizens for the benefit of a single corpo- 
ration. Thus far we have heard of no public 
protest against it. 

It it had been a special tax levied to pay for 
some needed improvement, we should ha ve had 
our prominent and distinguished’ citizens up in 
arms; an. organization would have been ef- 
fected, eminent lawyers would have been re- 
tained, injunctions and other legal remedies 
would have been sought, and no means would 
have been left uftried to avoid the tax, even 
though it involved an obstruction to the im- 
provement, | 

But the tax of a dollar and a half on each 
ton of coal, levied by the manager of the Gould 
system, a tax which is paid by every con- 
sumer of coal, that is, by every citizen of St. 
Louis, is strangely enough, regarded only as an 
incident in a war between two railroad fac- 
tions. The competing coal roads here cut the 
rates in coal. As an act of retaliation the 
Gould interest, which controls the switching 
facilities for the whole city, has imposed a tax 
of an additional dollar and a half a tonon 
nearly two million tons coal used in this city. 

Of course this tax must be paid bythe consumer. 
Of course this is very unfortunate, and we are 
very certain that the benevolent despot who has 
laid this burden on his subjects regrets the nec- 
essity of state which compels him to make 
them pay the cost of his wars. 

Instead of regretting it, we rejoice that so 
plain a case has arisen to illustrate the absolute 


by corporations, and the utter helplessness of 
the citizens, of the whole body of the people. 

As far as the Wabash managers are concerned, 
we do them the justice in saying that in the 
control of their vast property they 
have uniformly attempted to do justice to the 
local interests of St. Louis and to contribute to 
the growth and prosperity of this city and of 
its people, so far as lay in their power. In call- 
ing attention to a monstrous and inexcusable 
use of power, wedo not wish to censure them 
specially. We wish to condemn a condition of 
affairs under which it is possible for the plain 
rights and legitimate interests of the public to 
be set aside in this way. 

The situation is this: that a private citizen, 
an officer of acorporation chartered by the 
State, and deriving all its powers from the laws 
of the State, has, by a stroke of his pen, laid on 
the people of St. Louis ataxas heavy as the 
whole burden of taxation required for the 
annual maintenance of the city government. 

This is the situation to-day; itis a situation 
which is likely to recur at any time, The rail- 
road war will probably soon be over; the rail- 
road factions will soon make peace; the obnox- 
ious tax will be removed—not because the law 
compels it as a matter of right, not because the 
people enforce it in assertion of the power of 
the people to rule in public matters, but simply 
because it suits the official who imposed the tax 
toremove it. As longas sucha situation is 
possible the people do not rule; they do not con- 
trol their own public affairs, and the vaunted 
theory that they are supreme is belied by the 
plain evidence of the facts in this one case.

READING the enthusiastic laudations in the 
London papers of the late Sam WARD one is 
tempted to ask whether character counts for as 
little in London as it does in Wall street. The 
one talent by which WARD rose into public 
notice was that he was skilled in handling the 
funds of corruptionists wherewith to bribe 
weak and venal legislators. To this base ser- 
vice he prostituted his social position, his 
education, his accomplishments and all his 
abilities.

But no civilized 
community nowadays would think of asking a 
judge or man of any other peaceful calling to prove 
the possession of itby a murder or other deed of 
violence, any more than it wovld think of asking 
him to prove his powers of memory by retailing in- 
decent stories,or the strength of his brain by a drink- 
ing bout.

HEALING POWERS OF TOBACCO. 


Total Blindness From Accident Cured 
by a Poultice. 

Gen. Clingman, of North Carolina, has an ar- 
ticle in Heaith and Homein which he relates 
wonderful tales of cures effected upon himself 
at divers times by the simple use of tobacco. 
His troubles were many, and ranged from gun- 
shot wounds te corns, The following is one of 
the cures: In the summer of 1867, in the city 
of New York, as I was riding in an omnibus, 
while looking out of an open window I received 
a heavy blow on my right eye from the .whip 
of the driver, who had aimed the blow at the 
head of a horse which seemed about to inter- 
fere with him. He missed the horse’s head, 
and the full force of the end of the whip fell 
directly on the center of my open eye.

The next day, when he saw it, he 
said: ‘You will not lose your eye, but it will 
always be disfi 1.” On looking at it I saw 
the pupil seemed to extend across the iris, and 
my whole eye looked black. On the fifth day 
my eye its natural appearance. and its 
sight was fully restored.

TWO WOMEN. | 


Complications Caused by the Unex- 
pected Return of Two Sailors. 
Philadelphia Special to the Cincinnati Enquirer. 

Over three years ago the schooner Joseph 
Mayfield. owned spray! by jonathan May, 
of this city, sailed out of the Delaware u a 
voyage to the West Indies. Lemuel Williams 
commanded her, and George Daisey was her 
first mate. Each left behind a wife, .living 
near the little seacoast hamlet of Ocean View 
south of Cape Henlopen, Delaware. The vessel 
sailed beyond the breakwater, and the two 
wives might have seen her spreading canvas as 
the schooner passed their seaside home out to 
the treacherous ocean. 

It was a fatal voyage, and as week succeeded 
week, and month followed month without tid- 
ings of vessel or crew, dread succeeded anxiety ; 
and as the months grew into yearsa gloomy 
cast settled upon the homes of those who 
had gone down to a watery grave. Mrs. 
Daisey, the wife of the mate, was less than 
twenty years of age, and was the daughter of 
Captain Williams. Mother and daughter, thus 
widowed by the sea, were the last to abandon 
all hopes of the return of the unfortunate mas- 
ter, mate or crew of the ill-starred schooner. 

One day last year the wife of Isaac Wharton, 
a wealth resident of Ocean View, suddenly 
died, and a few weeks afterward the widower 
asked Mrs. Williams to marry him.
